Are you one, to help? 

Amid the political 
signs this season, anoth- 
er group of signs have 
been popping up — ‘T 
Am One.” These signs 
don’t promote any candi- 
date, though they do ask 
that you take notice and action. 

I Am One is a project of Families in 
Transition, a local agency serving Man- 
chester and Concord that provides housing 
and social services to homeless families. 
Though FIT is a nonprofit, it operates retail 
and cleaning service businesses to raise 
additional funds. It’s with that spirit of 
innovation that they came up with ‘T Am 
One,” from the Helen Keller quote, ‘T am 
only one, but I am one. I cannot do every- 
thing. But I can do something.” 

In this case FIT asked local downtown 
businesses in Manchester to gather in Vet- 
erans Park last week to rally support for 
ending childhood homelessness. And this 
week, they are holding a rally and music 
event at Veterans Park from 5 to 9:30 p.m. 
on Thursday, Sept. 4. Admission is free. 

Homelessness is one of those problems 
that has defied easy solutions. It gnaws at 
human dignity. If you want to see a good 
film that deals with homelessness, check 
out The Pursuit of Happyness starring Will 
Smith. This adaptation of a real life story 
of Chris Gardner chronicles his experience 
trying to earn a spot at a top financial ser- 
vices firm while being a homeless single 
dad. 

Manchester Airport 
continues deciine 

Despite Manchester Airport’s recent 
news that airlines are adding a few flights, 
the larger picture remains uncertain. 

Consider: Recently, a Hippo staffer tried 
booking a trip to Kansas City in February 
and was surprised to find the flight options 
out of MHT more limited than usual. 

Why? It turns out that as of next year. 
Southwest will reduce its flight schedule 
out of Manchester to Baltimore (a key con- 
necting point) from eight flights down to 
just five per day. 

Of course. Southwest and the other air- 
lines serving MHT frequently adjust flight 
schedules to reflect seasonal demand. But 
cutting that number of flights to Baltimore 
reduces Southwest’s schedule to the lowest 
level of service in Manchester since the air- 
line began serving the city in 1998. 

Industry trends are a factor in MHT’s 
decline. But Logan Airport is enjoying a 
record year. So the time has come when 
we must ask what other reasons are caus- 
ing our airport, a key economic engine for 
the region, to continue to lose flights and 
service.

EEE reports 

A week after mosquitos pools in 
Derry tested positive for Eastern 
equine eneephalitis, Derry offi- 
eials sprayed parks and sehools 
to try to kill the disease, WMUR 
reported. People were notified by 
signs that the spraying was taking 
plaee. A spokesperson with Drag- 
on Mosquito eontrol, the eompany 
that eondueted the spraying, said 
it may be too late to prevent its 
presenee, but it will be monitoring 
the area for both EEE and West 
Nile for the next few months. 

A week before, the first human 
ease of EEE sinee 2009 was eon- 
firmed by state health offieials. 
That person is reeovering in Con- 
way, aeeording to WMUR. 

Mosquitoes earrying the dis- 
ease have also been found in 
Londonderry and Candia. Three 
of the mosquito batehes were the 
kind that bite birds, whieh means 
the bird population has EEE 
aetivity too. Another bateh was 
the type that bites mammals and 
means there eould be more human 
or animal eases eoming, aeeord- 
ing to DHHS. 

To reduee the ehanees of eon- 
traeting EEE, individuals ean 
restriet outdoor aetivity to hours 
between dusk and dawn, use 
DEET on exposed skin, make 
sure there’s no standing water in 
homes and repair any holes in 
sereen doors. 

No free lunch 

The Manehester Sehool Distriet 
is one of 24 eligible distriets in the 
state that will not be partieipat- 
ing in a federal program that gives 
free meals for all students, NHPR 
reported. The program, whieh 
expanded to inelude the state 
this year, provides free breakfast 
and luneh to all students in a dis- 
triet where at least 40 pereent of 
students get free luneh or tempo- 
rary assistanee. The Manehester 
sehool board voted against apply- 


ing to the program beeause of a 
stipulation — the FDA only gives 
funding for 1.6 times the number 
of lunehes given to needy stu- 
dents. In Manehester, that means 
72 pereent of the eosts would be 
paid by federal dollars while the 
rest would be up to the distriet to 
provide, aeeording to Superinten- 
dent Deborah Livingston. Both 
Nashua and Manehester plan to 
re-evaluate the option next year. 

Scholarships OK’d 

A New Hampshire Supreme 
Court deeision has ruled that a pro- 
gram that gave seholarships funded 
by tax eredits to a religious sehool 
is allowed to eontinue, NHPR 
reported. The unanimous deeision 
determined that the two plaintiffs 
laeked standing beeause they eould 
not demonstrate how the program 
was eausing harm. Earlier, a lower 
eourt ruled that the tax eredit pro- 
gram violated the state’s Blaine 
Amendment, whieh states that “no 
money raised by taxation shall ever 
be granted or applied for the use of 
the sehools of institutions of any 
religious seet or denomination” 
(New Hampshire Constitution, 
Part II, Artiele 83). State Board of 
Edueation member Bill Dunean, 
who was one of the plaintiffs, said 
he was disappointed by the ruling, 
espeeially beeause the eourt did 
not eomment on the eonstitutional- 
ity of the law. 

More transparency 

New Hampshire’s Congress is 
asking for inereased transpareney 
regarding the Northern Pass as the 
federal permitting proeess for the 
massive energy transmission proj- 
eet proeeeds, the Coneord Monitor 
reported. Lawmakers sent a letter to 
the assistant energy seeretary asking 
for “transpareney and eooperation” 
and asked the energy department to 
study two main alternative routes 
for the transmission line to go 
through. The Northern Pass needs 


to attain both federal and state 
approval. The letter was signed by 
U.S. Sens. Kelly Ayotte and Jeanne 
Shaheen and Reps. Annie Kuster 
and Carol Shea-Porter. It is the most 
reeent of many letters submitted 
ealling for transpareney. 

Campaign ad shutout 

Negative eampaign ads run by 
a Super PAC Ending Spending 
Aetion Fund were pulled from TV 
last week after Shaheen’s attorneys 
identified inaeeuraeies in it, the 
Coneord Monitor reported. The ads 
stated “Shaheen’s wealth has surged 
while in publie ofifiee,” whieh is the 
opposite of what her fmaneial dis- 
elosure forms show. Instead of 
gaining money, her personal wealth 
has deelined by anywhere from 
$562,000 to as mueh as $1,000,000. 
The ads aired on WHDH, a Boston 
NBC affiliate. 

Massive conservation 

The third largest eonservation 
projeet in the state, whieh eovers 
about 31,300 aeres was eomplet- 
ed last week in the North Country, 
NHPR reported. The property 
around Errol is open to the pub- 
lie for fishing, hiking, hunting 
and snowmobiling. The projeet

was eondueted by the Trust for 
Publie Land. Most of the land, 
about 23,000 aeres, will be main- 
tained as sustainable forestry by 
The Plum Creek Timber Compa- 
ny, and it ean never be developed. 
The $17 million projeet also pro- 
teets areas along Route 16 and 
Route 26 ealled The Moose Path 
Trail. The projeet took about six 
years to eomplete. 


Still first in nation 

The Granite State will remain 
the first in the nation. A press 
release sent out by the Demoerat- 
ie National Committee stated that 
it has voted to reeommend Feb. 
9, 2016 at the date for the U.S. 
presidential primaries. That’s 11 
days before the next primary, in 
Nevada. A 




STUDENT ENTREPRENEUR 

A 15-year-old student from Nashua, Deepika 
Kurup, was a awarded a President’s Envi- 
ronmental Youth Award, given jointly by 
the White House Council on Environmental 
Quality and EPA, according to a press release. 
Kurup developed a lightweight photocatalytic 
composite that harnesses solar energy for wa- 
ter purification. The release said she created 
several different prototypes for real-world 
applications. She has filed a patent and plans 
to deploy her invention in places around the 
world that are affected by water pollution. 


WORST WEEK 

SUMMER MOVIEGOERS 

The Prescott Arts Festival canceled a planned 
double-feature movie presentation due to 
multiple noise complaints, WMUR reported. 
Police said there were eight complaints total 
— four from the same person — so the show- 
ing of Brave and Braveheart was canceled. 
Police also said the Prescott Arts Festival was 
not violating the noise standard, which is cre- 
ated by residents. After organizers posted the 
announcement on its Facebook page, upset 
supporters of the event sold dozens of T-shirts 
that said “Keep Portsmouth Loud.”

stocked shelves and busy aisles 

Market Basket suppliers boost production; customer loyalty expected

When Michael Fairbrother, founder and 
head meadmaker of Moonlight Meadery 
of Londonderry, got the call that a deal had 
been struck and Arthur T. Demoulas was 
running the Market Basket show again, he 
was down in Georgia. 

The distance didn’t stop him from rally- 
ing his employees back home. 

‘T was elated,” Fairbrother said. ‘T called 
the troops back home and said, ‘Please get 
to work.’” 

Within hours the team was fully oper- 
ational, bottling as fast as it could in 
preparation for Market Basket deliveries. 

Suppliers back in business 

Some companies, like Moonlight Mead- 
ery, did not have to lay employees off 
during the feud but scaled back operations 
considerably. 

The grocery chain is Moonlight’s largest 
retail customer in the U.S., with 30 stores 
carrying Moonlight Meadery products. On 
average, each store sells two or three cas- 
es per week. 

“We got calls from a lot of customers that 
were happy we were standing [behind Mar- 
ket Basket] associates,” Fairbrother said. 

Fairbrother ’s loyalty to Arthur T. has a 
long history. He worked for Market Basket 
from 1982 to 1987. 

“That’s pretty much where I learned the 
value of doing the right thing, and it’s been 
pretty much my management structure 
from Day 1,” he said. 

More than two years ago. Market Basket 
picked up the then-new meadery ’s prod- 
ucts. The contract generated attention and 
propelled the local company onto the inter- 
national stage. It now distributes across the 
U.S. and Australia. 

“That’s why we’re so fiercely loyal to 
people who work there,” Fairbrother said. 
“They gave us a shot.” 

That loyalty also prompted Canobie 
Seafood of Salem to cut ties with Market 
Basket during the feud. But Canobie owner 
Ray Lavoie was ready to fill orders as soon 
as word came that a deal had been reached. 

“When they finalized their deal one buy- 
er called me and said ‘Arthur T. has full 
control. Do you want to sell us some lob- 
sters?’ and I said ‘Definitely.’” 

Canobie buys lobster six days a week. 
After the call, it took product that was 
going to be shipped to other businesses 
and redirected it to Market Basket. Twelve 
employees who drove trucks for Mar- 
ket Basket routes had been laid off during 


the standoff, and all but one came back to 
work, Lavoie said. 

Boston Sword and Tuna of Boston has 
done business with Market Basket for 
about 10 years. 

The company also stopped doing busi- 
ness with the supermarket chain during the 
feud, but like the others, when Market Bas- 
ket authorities called, it got back up and 
running quickly. 

Typically fish 
gets shipped to 
Market Basket 
warehouses, but to 
get product back on 
the shelves as soon 
as possible, Bos- 
ton Sword and Tuna 
employees deliv- 
ered directly to 16 
stores. By Aug 29, 
it had shipped about 
25,000 pounds of 
fish. 

“In the beginning 
of the week we kind of knew there was a 
good chance the issues would be settled, so 
we started buying heavy again based on our 
gut feeling and were prepared,” said com- 
pany President Michael Scola. 

To prepare enough of its product for the 
anticipated return to normalcy. Moonlight 
Meadery had to call for backup. 

“We called in some of our interns that we 
used mostly for doing tastings,” Fairbrother 
said. “We’ve gotten a lot of press from all 
this, so it could be ongoing.” 

Future expectations 

The support for Arthur T. from associ- 
ates, customers and suppliers is uncharted 
territory, according to Professor Thomas 
Gruen, who chairs the Peter T. Paul College 
of Business and Economics at the Universi- 
ty of New Hampshire. 


“I’ve never witnessed anything where 
customers are so willing to boycott the 
institute they used on behalf of helping the 
management,” Gruen said. “So what [we 
saw] is a huge outcry of store loyalty that 
I think very, very few retailers have. It’s 
somewhere short of phenomenal.” 

Market Basket’s famously low prices, as 
well as the visibility of employee rallies, 
are likely responsi- 
ble for that, he said. 

The chain embod- 
ies an important 
business and mar- 
keting philosophy: 
If you treat the 
employee well, the 
employee will treat 
the customer well. 

The whole saga 
is an opportunity 
to reinforce cus- 
tomer loyalty, said 
Gruen’s colleague. 
Assistant Professor 
of Marketing Lin Guo. She specializes in 
customers’ responses to service failures and 
management of customer relationships. 

“For me, people are eager to go back to 
Market Basket to shop once they open, so 
the whole thing will probably have a posi- 
tive ending,” Guo said. 

Guo doesn’t think there’s a need for 
Market Basket to do any rebranding. 
Instead, she thinks the best course of 
action would be for upper management 
to create as much of a presence as possi- 
ble amongst its employees, because there 
is a clear link between that and custom- 
er loyalty. 

As a supplier, Lavoie is optimistic sales 
via Market Basket will return to post-feud 
status quickly. On Aug. 29 a fleet of 10 
trucks embarked on shipping routes. 

“I drove a truck today . . . and I can see

there’s activity in the stores,” Lavoie said. 
“It’s not what it was, but there’s definitely 
activity in the stores.” 

Scola expects sales to return to normal 
and then some within a week. He antic- 
ipates the return of former customers and 
new ones coming in. 

“You’ll see new customers because it 
gave them an opportunity to say, ‘Wow we 
must be missing something really, because 
if customers supported them for that long 
there must be something to this,”’ Scola 
said. 

What about the 
other grocery stores? 

What will happen to sales at the grocery 
chains, including Hannaford and Shaw’s, 
which picked up the slack for the last six 
weeks, also remains to be seen. There’s 
an opportunity for them to try and retain 
the new customers they’ve had walk in 
their doors, Gruen said. Shoppers who 
were not regulars in these stores had a tri- 
al experience. 

“Now the question is, can they convert 
that trial shopper to a loyal shopper, or at 
least try to sustain a larger portion of that 
business?” he said. 

Those stores probably won’t be able to 
win customers over by offering competitive 
pricing, because Market Basket shoppers 
hold a very strong belief that the lowest 
bill will be there. They’ll have to do it by 
playing up other variables, like freshness, 
selection and additional services, Gruen 
and Guo said. 

“For myself, when I shop at other stores, 
I feel disoriented because I know where I’ll 
find milk and veggies [at Market Basket],” 
Guo said. “It’s a habit thing, and it’s hard to 
overcome. And also, I have a strong belief 
in the value Market Basket offers.”

Ultimate fundraiser 

College student mixes frisbee love with fundraising 

Derek Burkhardt loves ultimate frisbee. He loves it so much that, as a student, he created 
a club at UNH Manchester — and used it as a way to raise money for charitable causes. 
His third tournament in July attracted more than 70 players from across New England and 
raised more than $1,500 for the Manchester Central High School science department. 


What did it take to start an 
ultimate frisbee team at UNH 
0 Manchester? 

I found out you were able to ere- 
ate your own elub at UNH, and it was really 
quite simple. I deeided, why not, and worked 
with the ultimate frisbee group I already had 
playing around the Manehester eommunity. I 
wanted to host a tournament. They are sueh 
a blast, and I have traveled all over the U.S. 
for tournaments, but I had never done one in 
Manehester before. It took some time to get 
the students at UNH into ultimate frisbee. 


Was your original intent to make the tour- 
naments charity events? 

[I figured] if everybody donated a little, 
it was an exeuse to donate to a good eause. 
The first was for the leukemia and lymphoma 
soeiety beeause I have had family members 
who have suffered from those. ... For the see- 
ond one, the sehool was already on a big push 
to give to the food bank so we deeided to pig- 
gybaek off that. 

Why did you choose the Central High 
School science department for the third one? 

There were two major things. One was 
[that] Fm a bio major and looking into a career 
in science education, so that was important to 
me. I also know UNH is supporting STEM. 
... But it was also just an opportunity to give 



back to Central. Going 
there for high school 
was such a huge part of 
who I developed into as 
a person.

Were there any unex- 
pected challenges? 

For the fundraiser, 
absolutely. The event 
is a huge undertaking, 
much bigger than I thought it would be. Set- 
ting up any kind of fundraiser, you had to 
have all these permits, business licenses, a 
million-dollar insurance plan, on top of trying 
to advertise and get endorsements. But I had 
a lot of help from UNH. 


What advice do you have for people who 
want to organize their own fundraiser? 

Do it way ahead of time. ... It costs a lot of 
money, more money than you think to run an 
event. So to get donations is ... key. You have 
to get support, whether it be from the commu- 
nity members, a college or an organization. 


How about advice for people who ^ve nev- 
er played ultimate but may want to start? 

You don’t have to be nervous about play- 
ing ultimate frisbee. Really, it’s much simpler 
than it seems. I started off terrible. It’s really 
just something you get a knack for.

In response to a high prevalenee white nose syndrome, whieh has 
devastated the state’s bat population, the New Hampshire Fish and 
Game Department is getting $20,500 in grant money from the U.S. 

The grant will 
be used to earry out surveys of bat populations in the mines where bats 
hibernate and monitor eolonies of maternal little brown bats, whieh are 
most suseeptible to the disease. White nose syndrome, a fungus that 
bores into the hairless parts of bats, has killed about 5.7 bats aeross the 
nation and Canada sinee 2007.

SPORTS DAVE LONG’S LONGSHOTS 


Pats kick it into high gear in Miami 


The NFL football sea- 
son is upon and as we hit 
this time of year on the 
sports ealendar it’s like an 
annual instant replay in 
these parts and it’s been 
like that sinee 2003. That’s 
beeause the Patriots have sat at or very elose to 
the top of the NFL pile for over a deeade. 

Thus it takes the form of predicting at 
least 1 1 wins and lately usually more when 
the schedule comes out in April. They’ve 
only not reached that level twice in 10 years 
when they were “just” 10-6 in 2005 and 
2008. Heck, they even were 11-5 after losing 
Brady for good moments into the 2011 sea- 
son when the Bernard Pollard jinx struck 
for the first time. It is something to appre- 
ciate and not take for granted as some do 
around here. 

True, there here have been a few teams 
that’ve won more titles than they have over a 
decade as the ’60s Packers and ’70s Steelers 
did with five and four respectively but that’s 
it. The (gulp)G-Men have also won twice, 
at their expense no less, since they last won, 
and the Jimmy Johnson Cowboys won 
three times in four years in the early ’90s, as 
the Pats did between 2001 and 2004. But, as 
my friend and winner of the local Arthur T. 
Demoulas look-alike contest George Copa- 
dis can begrudgingly tell you, the ’boys only 
lasted until their core — Troy Aikman, 
Emmitt Smith, and Michael Irvin — gave 
out and then immediately crashed never to 
get close again. 

The Patriots on the other hand remain an 
elite team 13 years after winning their first 
SB with only Tom Brady remaining from 
that team — which is no coincidence. That 
makes them, along with the Tom Landry 
Cowboys, A1 Davis’s dastardly Raaaay- 
das of the ’60s to mid- ’80s and the Walsh/ 
Montana/Young ’49ers with a period of 
dominance lasting longer than a decade. 

At some point this may stop, but this 
doesn’t seem to be the year, even with the 


surprising jettisoning of Logan Mankins 
last week that reportedly had the franchise 
quarterback ticked off at the brass. That’s 
because, thanks to Coach B finally giving 
into the notion that, to paraphrase James 
Carville, it’s the DBs, stupid, expectations 
are through the roof after the Pats acquired 
Darrelle Revis and Brandon Brower to 
deal with Peyton Manning. 

And while I say pump the brakes just a bit 
on that, they do have a real chance to get to 
the Super Bowl again. A lot has to go right 
for that to happen and here are some of the 
key stories to determine that: 

Tom Brady: A Pro Football Weekly stat 
geek wrote this spring the numbers show he 
started his inevitable descent last year. But 
my eyes say it was his most indispensable 
season ever, because by going 12-4, includ- 
ing almost single-handedly saving wins over 
New Orleans, Denver, Houston and Cleve- 
land that they had no business winning, 
after losing ALL his 2013 weapons and the 
D losing its three best players by mid-year 
Brady showed winning is an art, not a statis- 
tics-driven thing. Still the decline will come 
sometime, so it’s something to keep an eye 
on. 

The Weapons: The receivers come 
into the season healthy and the Amendo- 
las, Thompkinses and Dobsons have a year 
under their belt with Bradley, so they should 
be better. Julian Edelman turned into the 
player of real value I always thought he 
could be. Time will tell if Jim is the Wright 
guy, but he may be the biggest addition. Call 
me crazy, but I think the Mankins trade had 
mostly to do with trying to fill the gaping 
hole left by Aaron Hernandez to effective- 
ly play the two-tight end offense that was so 
devastating for two years. 

Can Gronk Be Gronk? When he was 
out of the line-up they struggled to move the 
ball and score in the red zone and averaged 
a meager 21 points. When he played they 
were 5-1 and averaged 32 points a game. Do 
I need to say anything else about his value? 


Injuries: Hey, they happen to everyone 
and that’s why depth is so important. The 
teams that don’t get crushed by them are the 
ones who usually go deep into the playoffs. 
They had a ton of big ones last year, so how 
close Vince Wilfork, Jerod Mayo, Sebas- 
tian Vollmer and Gronk can return to their 
previous high levels will determine how far 
they can go. 

The O-line: After giving up a most-in- 
the-Brady-era 40 sacks, concerns about the 
Vollmer injury and losing their great coach 
Dante Scarnecchia to retirement, it was a 
suspect area coming into the year. Throw in 
the Mankins trade and it’s a bigger question. 
It’s nice that they want to give Brady another 
target, but if he’s on his back it’s not going to 
matter. So until they prove they can handle 
the loss of Mankins, this group bears watch- 
ing. Of course that’s what the handwringers 
said about losing Brian Waters in 2012 and 
no one remembered his name by Week 2. 

Pass Defense: It’s been their achilles 
heel since 2005. It’s why they lost the Super 
Bowl twice to the G-Men — they couldn’t 
stop Eli in the big moment. Time will tell if 
that will change, but if Browner and espe- 
cially Revis live up to expectations, for the 
first time since Ty Law (and Tyrone Poole) 
left the building, there’s a chance the comers 
can be left on their own to play man D. That 
frees up others for the exotic stuff they were 
able to do when they made big stops and 
were winning titles. 

X-Factors: Jamie Collins and Chandler 
Jones because if the DBs can hold coverage 
longer it makes the pass msh better, which 
could put these guys into breakout-year 
territory. 

Prediction: I have them 12-4, AFC East 
winners and getting a first-round bye as the 
Brady numbers jump back to more famil- 
iar territory. We’ll talk about the playoffs in 
January.

Cultural collaborations 

Nashua festival celebrates city’s arts community

If you know Nashua and you know its art 
scene, then you know it’s overflowing with 
eommittees, eommissions, nonprofits and 
organizations dedieated to the promotion of 
art and eulture, partieularly downtown. 

But for one day, Sunday, Sept. 7, at the 
Freneh Renaissanee Park off Water Street, 
a number of them eome together for the 
eity’s inaugural Downtown Arts Fest: 
Cultural Canvas. Among the many eollab- 
orators: Positive Street Art, Downtown Art 
Movement, Leadership Greater Nashua, 
the Nashua Ethnie Awareness Committee 
and the Nashua Arts Commission. 

“There are all these different arts orga- 
nizations in Nashua. . . . And they all have 
separate events. . . . We wanted to ereate this 
umbrella event, to build art awareness and 
ereate eollaboration with other aetive arts 
organizations,” said Alison Bankowski, eo- 
founder of the Downtown Art Movement 
and board member of of Positive Street Art. 

Bankowski said PSA also liked the idea 
of bridging their very young organiza- 
tion, bubbling with young mural-painting, 
street-daneing kids, with older organiza- 
tions eomposed of more established artists. 

The festival oeeurs from 1 to 8 p.m., but 
the main event starts at 5 p.m., spearheaded 
by Leadership Greater Nashua’s Our City: 
Live Art Battle, in whieh eight eompeting 
artists — ineluding Brian Hubert, Adam 
Chouinard, Nathan Theriault, Brand Roek-

well, John Stein, Gilbert Gaudier, David 
Hueklebee and Lee Colon — will ereate 
work, live, for a $1,000 eash prize. Seeond 
plaee will earn $500, third $250. 

The eompetition works like this: artists 
will have an alloeated time period to ere- 
ate a work of art, elosely watehed by two 
judges and a full audienee. They ean use 
any medium and any materials. (At least 
one artist is bringing his own eanvas.) 
Preliminary events oeeurred in Nashua, 
Merrimaek, Manehester and Lowell, from 
whieh two representatives were drawn to 
eompete. During these rounds, the winner 
was judged by a roaring audienee, but this 
weekend, judges will deeide. 

For the eompeting artists, it requires 
ereativity, adaptability, versatility and show- 
manship. (“One artist used a eandlestiek and 
flame to make his painting smokey, whieh 
was intriguing,” Bankowski said of one of 
the preliminary events. Audienees loved it.) 


It also demands utmost eoneentration, said 
Lee Colon, one of Lowell’s representatives. 

“I was totally foeused in the situation,” 
Colon said of the eompetition during a 
phone interview last week. “I ended up put- 
ting my eanvas on top of a box, leaning 
over the eanvas while I was painting.” 

He was quite sore the next day. 

“I was wondering why my baek and legs 
were hurting the next day. They didn’t hurt at 
the time while I was painting. . . . But my wife 
was there with my daughter and later told me 
I’d been doing squats for an hour and a half” 
Colon ealls himself a seeond generation 
graffiti artist. Originally from New York 
City, his medium is aerosol paint. He’d pre- 
viously had work at the 5Pointz Art Center 
on Long Island and Bushwiek Colleetive in 
the eity, but had never partieipated in some- 
thing quite like this. He won his round, 
despite having been unable to finish his 
pieee within the 90 minute time frame. 


He and another artist who made the final 
round, Brian Hubert of Nashua, were par- 
tieularly enamored in how kids responded, 
and they hope the event inspires youngsters 
to take their own art to the next level. Part 
of the aim, Bankowski said, was to mix 
PSA’s eolleetion of emerging artists with 
other organizations’ more established. 

“The eoolest thing is that I eould interaet 
with my audienee,” Hubert said. “PSA has 
a street danee team, whieh has some kids 
between 7 and 10 years old. Seeing these 
kids eome up and ask why you paint this 
way is awesome.” 

The finished “Battle” pieees will hang at 
the Currier Museum of Art Get. 4 through 
Nov. 17 and will be featured at the Currier 
After Hours event in November. 

Among the visual art eompetition will 
be an outdoor gallery with loeal artists, 
musie by DJ Danjah and artists Matt Jaek- 
son and Randy Class. Seurried between 
will be danee performanees by PSA Hype 
and Thrive (the adult and kid PSA Danee 
troupes), a poetry slam, kids’ aetivities, a 
free paint soeial, faee painting, belly danee 
performanees, danee workshops and a eul- 
tural eouture fashion show. 

For food, there’s a eultural eafe with 
eats by Agave Azul, The Gyro Spot, Kurry 
Masala and Portland Pie, with tastes from 
Greeee, Mexieo and India. Proeeeds will go 
to PSA and DAM, with the aims in finding 
a home loeation for the pair. 

“I think an event like this, that highlights 
talents and strengths of Nashua’s people, 
is great for the eommunity,” Hubert said. 
“This event is not only bringing in the 
young generation, but a middle and older 
generation. You have people in their 60s 
and 70s having eoektails with people in 
their 20s, and they’re all talking about the 
same thing: how art brings happiness into 
their lives.” A

Imagine dragons 

Spend a Weekend on the Water in Concord

Imagine living in a world where humans 
ean ride dragons down a river and giant 
ducks through a city. 

You can find that world during Weekend 
on the Water at Kiwanis Riverfront Park in 
Concord on Saturday, Sept. 6, and Sunday, 
Sept. 7. 

The event will feature dragon boat rac- 
ing Saturday, duck boat tours Saturday 
and Sunday, and several other water-based 
activities throughout the weekend, includ- 
ing the Concord Crew Regatta and a rubber 
duck race, both happening Sunday. The 
Capital Cup Brew Test will take place Sat- 
urday, and a beer garden will be set up 
along the river both days. There will also 
be kids activities, a climbing wall and live 
music both Saturday and Sunday. Sunday 
also features the Friendly Kitchen 5K and 
2.5K Fitness Walk, a mini craft fair and an 
old-fashioned bake sale. 

If the event is anything like its inaugural 
year last year, dragon boat racing will be 
the main attraction. 

Dragon boat racing not be the biggest of 
American sports, but internationally, Lau- 
ra Bryant said, it is very well-known. When 
Bryant, the recreation supervisor with the 
Concord Parks and Recreation Department,

heard about a place in Montreal that rents 
dragon boats, she quickly formulated an 
idea for a weekend event that would feature 
dragon boat racing as its premier attraction. 
The event in 2013 marked the first time in 
New Hampshire history where a dragon 
boat race was held. 

“We had the perfect spot right by the 
Kiwanis, and we thought it would be a 
great end of the summer event,” said Bry- 
ant. “We have a great river that is terribly 
underutilized.” 

The dragon races are similar to crew 
races. Each boat consists of 22 people, 
including a drummer who keeps the rowers 
in time. According to Bryant, some people 
go so far as to dress up in elaborate Chinese 
clothing to remind spectators of the history 


behind the races. 

The races will be held tournament style, 
with boats being seeded in a bracket based 
on time. Several local businesses, accord- 
ing to Bryant, will be racing against each 
other on Saturday, including RBC Wealth 
Management, the Rotary Club of Con- 
cord, Lincoln Financial and more. They’re 
also hosting a professional team from Bos- 
ton called Living Root Dragon Boat Inc., 
which races dragon boats in events all over 
the world. 

On a smaller scale, Bryant said that Sun- 
day will host a rubber duck race. Geared 
more towards the kids than the dragon boat 
races, the race will feature several small 
rubber ducks hitting the water all at the 
same time. The ducks will race down the 


Merrimack, and the first three that make 
it through the shoot will be named the 
winners. 

“You can buy a ticket number for your 
duck and based on how many ducks are 
sold, you can win some prize money,” said 
Bryant. “Last year, the grand prize was 
$ 1 , 000 .” 

Bryant based her event, which is in its 
second year, on a different program that 
was in previous years called the River Jam. 
When she became recreation supervisor in 
2012, she recycled the use of the river for a 
more family-friendly event. 

According to Bryant, the first year ran 
as a trial year, as they weren’t exactly sure 
what sort of demographic to expect. 

“We had a lot of families come down 
and check it out, so we’re starting to focus 
more on family and kids activities,” she 
said. “We kept the climbing wall from last 
year, and we added bounce houses, carni- 
val games [and] trains giving rides around.” 

The event is also hosting the Capital 
Cup Brew Festival with the Black Ice Pond 
Hockey Association. Chris Brown, a com- 
mittee member with Weekend on the Water, 
said the association was inspired to run the 
festival — one of the first of its kind in 
Concord — based on the success of craft 
brew festivals in other towns in the state. 
In-state brewers such as 603, Tuckerman’s 
and Stone Face will be attending as well as 
some of out-of-state brewers. 

“It [the brew fest] adds strong pillars to 
the foundation of a great event,” he said. 

The Black Ice Association is also com- 
peting in the dragon boat races again this 
year. Brown said watching local players 
and committee members who are novice 
rowers made for a good time last year. 

“They had just the right amount of beer,” 
he laughed. ^

Buggin’ out 

Bug Ball celebrates state’s most misunderstood creatures

All it takes for Dr. Paul Johnson to 
explain his job to kids is two four-ineh long 
millipedes, two different types of eoek- 
roaehes, meal worms, termites, tarantulas 
and maybe a few other live speeimens for 
good measure. 

To some, this may sound like a prop list for 
Fear Factor, but Johnson, an “inseet expert” 
and assoeiate professor in the Department 
of Natural Resourees & the Environment at 
the University of New Hampshire, said that 
this is exaetly what one ean — and for some, 
hope to — expeet for his inseet petting zoo. 

“What’s more fun than ehasing around 
your little brother with a live bug on your 
hand?” he said. 

In all his years presenting at the annual 
Bug Ball at Amoskeag Fishways, whieh is 
happening this year on Saturday, Sept. 6, the 
kids who seem most enthusiastie about the 
petting zoo are the kids younger than mid- 
dle- sehool age — before they’ve really been 
exposed to the negative stereotypes of han- 
dling inseets, Johnson said. 

“Usually it’s young girls who more are 
interested in the inseets than young boys,” 
he said. “Girls seem to be ready to piek up a 
eoekroaeh more so than guys. When they’re 
older, like middle sehool age, that is usually 
when they seem to lose interest.” 

Along with the inseet petting zoo, the Bug 
Ball will also inelude several buggy erafts, 
presentations, a puppet show featuring vari- 
ous bugs and mystery tables where ehildren 
ean sift through the dirt to diseover speeies 
that inhabit soil. 

Kathleen Neville, the senior program nat- 
uralist at Amoskeag Fishways, said this year 
the theme of the Bug Ball presentations will

focus on dragonflies and damselflies. 

“Year to year we try to focus on something 
different, something you’ll see by the riv- 
er,” she said. “We’ve done bees, butterflies. 
This year, we realized we hadn’t focused on 
dragonflies and damselflies before, which 
is surprising since there are a ton that live 
around the Merrimack.” 

Neville said they want to keep their insect 
curriculum entertaining and relevant. 

“I feel like, in general, larger animals 
seem to get a little more attention at Amo- 
skeag Fishways,” she said. “We like to make 
sure we educate people about all the organ- 
isms by the river, let people know about 
some of the beautiful smaller animals in and 
around the watershed.” 

While a fear of insects might be crip- 
pling to some of us, Johnson believes that 
teaching kids the importance of bugs in our 
ecosystems early is the most direct way to 
combat phobias. 

“Insects are very alien in appearance, and 
are the closest thing we have as an alien 
species on Earth. They’re very robot-like in 
that they don’t show facial expressions,” he 
said. “But we emphasize the importance of 
insects to us as a species to show how they 
contribute to the energy flow of our eco- 
systems.” A

IN/OUT THE GARDENING GUY 

Getting ready for winter 

A lesson on blanching and freezing

With the exception of lettuce, most vegeta- 
bles can be saved for the winter and beyond. 
Freezing them is one of the easiest ways of 
doing so and, if done properly, your veggies 
will be splendid when cooked and eaten on 
a cold winter night. But home-frozen vegeta- 
bles won’t be the texture and flavor you like 
unless properly prepared. Do small batches to 
make it easier and quicker. 

For starters, only use your best vegeta- 
bles for freezing. Beans that are oversized 
and woody when you pick them will only 
be worse 6 months later. Pick things at their 
prime, and freeze them within 24 hours of 
picking. Sitting in the fridge for a few days 
will not improve them. 

Many vegetables have enzymes that pro- 
mote ripening of seeds and general aging. 
Unless you drop them briefly in boiling water 
to kill those enzymes — a process called 
blanching — they may get woody or tough. 
Knowing how long to blanch your vegeta- 
bles is very important. Boil them too long and 
you’ll have mushy beans or zucchini. In my 
experience a brief blanching — a minute or 
so — is perfect. 

It’s worth buying a blanching pot if you 
want to freeze vegetables. This is an enam- 
eled tin pot with an interior pot that is full of 
holes for drainage. I fill my pot — complete 
with its inner section — roughly half full of 
water and bring it to a rolling boil. Then I 
drop my veggies into the water and time how 
long they are in, while watching them change 
color. Vegetables like beans, broccoli and kale 
will noticeably turn a lighter, brighter green 
when they are adequately blanched. 

Generally 60-90 seconds of blanching is all 
that is required, even though the water may 
not even return to a full rolling boil. Use lots 
of water and not too many veggies for a quick 
return to boiling. Vegetables should still be 
cmnchy, not mushy when they come out of 
the hot water. Bmssels sprouts take a little 
longer in the hot water because they are larg- 
er and denser than most veggies. 

But taking veggies out of the hot water is 
not enough. You need to cool them quickly 
in a cold water bath. I fill the sink with cold 
water and drop them in for a few minutes to 
cool them quickly, drain them, and spin them 
in my salad spinner. I like the kind of spinner 
that has a pull string (mine is a Zyliss brand). 
Finally I spread them out on a cloth tea tow- 
el and blot them with another. They are then 
ready to go in freezer-grade zipper bags. I 
always use new bags for freezing, not ones 
I’ve washed and recycled. 

When freezing vegetables it’s a good idea to 
remove the excess air from the bags. There are

machines sold that will do so, but I just use a 
common drinking straw. I get the bag closed 
around the straw, suck out the air, and then 
push the bag shut as I pull out the straw. The 
bag should cling to the vegetables if done right. 

What should you blanch? Beans, beets, 
broccoli, Bmssels sprouts, carrots, cauli- 
flower, com, kale, spinach, squash and Swiss 
chard. What does not need it? Apples, pears, 
peppers, leeks, and tomatoes do not seem to 
need blanching, in my experience. Tomatoes, 
beans and Bmssels sprouts freeze well whole, 
the others I cut up. Summer squash freezes 
well in half-inch cubes and is a great addition 
to winter soups. Winter squash I often steam or 
roast, then scoop out of the skins and into bags. 

If you haven’t picked your garlic yet, pull it 
today! If left in the ground too long, the out- 
er skins deteriorate and the garlic won’t store 
as well. But don’t cut off the tops just yet: let 
them cure in a dry, shady place. I’ve read that 
they absorb some nutrients from the stalks 
and leaves while curing. They store well any- 
where — a cool dry spot is good, but you can 
hang them in the kitchen or keep them in the 
garage if the garage doesn’t get below freez- 
ing. Freezing and thawing would not be good 
for the garlic. 

Onions are ready to harvest when their tops 
flop over. Like garlic, they need to cure for a 
while before storing. Some gardeners just pull 
them and let them dry in the garden for sever- 
al days. I prefer to put them on the shady deck 
to dry out. Then I store them on my wooden 
drying rack that I got from Gardeners Supply 
(gardeners.com). They sell them as “orchard 
racks” for $199. It has nine large wooden 
drawers with excellent ventilation. I generally 
use mine for onions, garlic and winter squash. 

In addition to freezing, I also store pota- 
toes, carrots, kohlrabi and mtabagas in a spare 
fridge or in a cold cellar with high humidity. 
I dry fruits, hot peppers and cherry tomatoes 
in a dehydrator. I do some canning, includ- 
ing my grandmother Lenat’s bread-and-butter 
pickles and some tomato sauce. But more 
about all of that on another day. I gotta get 
down to the garden and pick some veggies!

Hello Donna, 

I inherited these wood bowls recent- 
ly. They were in a gallery and antique 
shop my folks had in the Berkshires many 
years ago. I’m curious if they would have 
any value in today ’s world.

Dear Deb, 

Wooden bowls have been around for 
a long time. Bowls sueh as the ones you 
have were used for so many things, sueh 
as ehopping, blending, serving, bread 
making, ete. Today they still make wood- 
en bowls, and I am sure they are used, but 
most of the antique ones are for eollee- 
tions or deeorative use. 

When you are determining value on 
antique bowls you want to look for any 
signs of original paint on the outside sur- 
faee. These would be earlier and more 
valuable in today’s market, as would 
burled wood bowls. Then size, eonstrue- 
tion, wear, shape and overall eondition 
are all eonsidered for value. Small ones 
(really small, like palm size) are rare and 
are very eolleetible, as are very large ones 
(2 feet by 2 feet, for example). 

Now keep in mind there are lots of old- 
er antique bowls around today, and most 
are in the same eondition that yours seem 
to be in. The age of those ean be any- 
where from turn of the eentury (1900) to 
1960 to present. Age is tough to deter- 
mine beeause eonsistent use of a bowl 
ean aetually ereate an age-like appear- 
anee, so you want to be eareful. I have 
seen old wood bowls reprodueed in plas- 
tie (resin) where you ean barely tell the 
differenee. So imagine what they ean do 
with real wood. Most of the time repro- 
duetions would be painted as well to 
inerease a false value. 

Wooden bowls are still eolleetible 
today, but values are different to when 
people eolleeted them to ereate a staek of 



them in graduating sizes. Now you don’t 
see as many people looking to find eer- 
tain sizes to eomplete a staek. (Too bad, 
beeause they are great for deeorating 
with, and, really, some are still in sueh 
good eondition that they ean be used.) 

The value of your bowls is in the range 
of $150 for the total you have show- 
ing. So in answer to your question, yes, 
they still do have value in today’s mar- 
ket. Looking at what you have, you might 
want to eonsider starting a eolleetion of 
them. You’re off to a great start. 

An extra bit of adviee: When eleaning 
old bowls, just use a mild detergent and 
rinse well, then towel dry. Every onee 
in a while, use an oil (I use olive oil) to 
refresh it.

The day the cruise control died 



Dear Tom and Ray: 

Did I Jail our cruise control by listening to 
baseball? Driving in the mountains, we lis- 
ten to the San Francisco Giants on the car 
radio. In our 1993 stick-shift Honda Accord 
with 203,000 miles, the game reception is 
bad in the mountains. But I realized that if 
I put a foot on the brake pedal just slightly, 
the reception clears up! Touching the brake 
pedal also turns on the brake lights and dis- 
connects the cruise control (if its on). Now 
the cruise control has died. (1) Was it old 
age, or did my riding the brakes just slight- 
ly kill it? (2) What can we do under the hood 
to improve reception so we don \ miss the 
games? (3) How does triggering the brake 


lights (or hitting the cruise-control switch) 
improve reception? — Connie 

RAY: Great questions, Connie. You would 
think that two guys who have been on the 
radio for 30-odd years would have a elue 
how it works. 

TOM: But you’d be wrong. 

RAY: Generally speaking, AM radio 
reeeption often is disturbed by a type of 
interferenee ealled RFI — radio frequen- 
ey interferenee. And yes, we’re sure the “F” 
stands for “frequeney,” despite your frustra- 
tion with it ereating statie during a key at-bat 
in the bottom of the ninth inning. 

TOM: RFI in a ear ean be eonstant, inter- 
mittent or related to the engine speed. 
Depending on whieh type it is, different 
eomponents ean be suspeet. 

RAY: For instanee, if the noise ehanges 
with the speed of the engine, it eould be the 
ignition, a fuel injeetor or the alternator. If it’s 
eonstant, it eould be something like the fuel 
pump, or a fan motor if you leave it at the 
same speed all the time. 

TOM: Who knows why your prob- 
lem goes away when the brake lights are 
engaged? Maybe something is getting 
grounded by that eonneetion, or an addition- 
al wire gets ineorporated somehow as part of 
the antenna. 


RAY: But in our experienee, these prob- 
lems are very, very diffieult to eliminate. So 
I’m going to suggest that you eireumvent the 
problem entirely. How? Get satellite radio. 

TOM: In terms of your emise eontrol, the 
first thing to eheek is the fuse. That would be 
the simplest and eheapest thing to fix. 

RAY: If the fuse is fine, then the switeh at 
the brake pedal eould be worn out, or out of 
adjustment. A bad switeh (stuek permanent- 
ly in the “open” position) would prevent you 
from engaging the emise eontrol. 

TOM: Did it have anything to do with 
you riding the brake pedal while listening to 
ballgames? It eould have. But it also eould 
have something to do with the 203,000 miles 
you’ve got on the ear. 

RAY: Your meehanie ean test that switeh 
for you, and replaee it if neeessary. 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

Fve always heard that if your accelera- 
tor sticks, you could turn the key off (not to 
the locked position) to kill the engine, and 
then gently apply the brakes and steer car to 
safety. But with these new push-button start- 
ers in cars now, how can you do that? My 
83-year-old mom has a Chevy Cruze LTZ 
with a push-button ignition switch. The only 
way to turn off the car is to stop and put the 


transmission in park first, and then push 
the STOP/START button. Any suggestions? 
— Dan 

RAY: What you “heard” is wrong, Dan. 
You should never turn off the ignition if your 
aeeelerator stieks. 

TOM: When you turn off the ignition, you 
lose your power steering and power brakes, 
making the ear very diffieult to steer or stop. 

RAY: Instead, shift the ear into neutral and 
leave the ignition switeh alone. The engine 
will keep revving, but it will no longer be 
moving the ear. And you’ll still have full use 
of your steering and brakes so you ean safe- 
ly pull over. Then you put the ear in park and 
turn off the ignition. 

TOM: Some people worry that the engine 
will rev to the point where it will blow. We 
have two responses for those people: One, 
modem engines are eomputer-eontrolled, 
and the eomputer won’t let the engine exeeed 
its “red line” limit. 

RAY: And seeond, if by some rare ehanee 
the engine does get damaged, so what? It’s 
an engine. It ean be fixed or replaeed. II 
you’re dead beeause you eouldn’t stop or 
steer the ear, that’s traditionally been a lot 
harder to fix.

French comfort food from a NH writer 

Hillary Davis shares the flavors of France

Before writing for New Hampshire Mag- 
azine, and before she lived in the Granite 
State, Hillary Davis spent her days in the 
villages of Europe and primarily in southern 
France. She still visits Cannes and Nice for 
one or two months out of the year to catch 
up with friends. Her second cookbook, 
French Comfort Food, which was released 
in August, was a labor of love inspired by 
the recipes of those friends and villages of 
France. 

‘Tt was as much work, but it was easier,” 
Davis said. “The first time I was so wor- 
ried, every recipe was tested about 13 times 
for that cookbook. I did the same amount of 
testing this time, but I asked my food blog- 
ger friends to help me, and my neighbors.” 

For her first cookbook. Cuisine Nicoise, 
Davis traveled to France to prepare the reci- 
pes and have photographer Steven Rothfeld 
take photos. Her second cookbook appeals 
more to the American kitchen, with French 
cuisine recipes made in America with Amer- 
ican items. 

Davis spoke with the Hippo to talk about 
her recently released cookbook and to 
demystify French comfort food. 

Some of these recipes are quintessen- 
tially French, and others seem so familiar 
to what you’d make in an American kitch- 
en. What is it about comfort food that 
transcends borders (or even continents)? 

It’s two answers. I think if you’re a child, 
comfort food is anything sweet. Children 
just love sweet or something that’s visually 
exciting to them. But if you’re an adult buy- 
ing a cookbook, cooking from it, or going to 
a restaurant and you need comfort, I think 
comfort for an adult [is] food that brings 
back happy memories. It has a lot of nos- 
talgia to it. 

Are there any particular trademark 
characteristics about French comfort 
food? 

In France — and the way I picked the rec- 
ipes — comfort food for them is different in 
any region. Every region has their own com- 
fort food, because if you go to Alsace, it’s 
very German. So their comfort food would 
be very heavy, whereas if you’re in the south 
of France, where I lived for a long time, 
it’s very light. It would be a socca chick- 
pea crepe. ... If you go to Normandy, it’s 
cold there so everything is cream and but- 
ter — cream and butter would make them 
very happy. ... If you go to Burgundy, you’re 
getting heavy food. They make great pates

and they love their pates on a big thick piece 
of baguette. ... I think France is very differ- 
ent than America in that it’s a melting pot, 
but it’s not. Each region has its really strong 
identity. Like New England, I think of com- 
fort food for our identity would be baked 
beans — and I put lots of maple syrup in 
mine so it’s very New England. 

You say in the introduction to French 
Comfort Food that the French “raise the 
bar on comfort food.” Culturally, I think 
we have this idea that French cooking is 
simultaneously simple and extravagant 
all at once. Is that a bit of what’s going on 
with French comfort food? 

No, because French food is a couple of 
things. It’s simple, meaning there’s two 
things under that, because it went through a 
minimalist nouveau cuisine for a long period 
of time where it simplified the cooking and 
took away the extravagance. And the other 
side is the extravagant cooking. . . . They will 
cook for days to cook for you. It’s like this 
new movie. The Hundred-Foot Journeys it’s 
great, you’ll get the feeling of French extrav- 
agance. I think what I meant with that quote 
is they they take something like . . . mashed 
potatoes show up a lot in France, but when 
they want to do something comforting for 
the family, they raise the bar and they make 
something like aligot. They make mashed 
potatoes, mom goes in with heavy cream, 
tablespoons of garlic and handfuls of grated 
cheese. ... You come out with this mind- 
blowing dish. It’s like this elastic mashed 
potatoes, you put your fork in it and it’s all 
cheese. To me, that’s raising the bar; to me, 
mashed potatoes is comfort food, but that’s 


raising the bar on it. 

Not only are there mouthwatering rec- 
ipes in the cookbook, but the book itself 
is pretty mouthwatering, too. Can you tell 
me a little bit about how you designed the 
book with photographer Steven Rothfeld? 

The publisher asks me before to pick what 
recipes I want the photos of. ... There’s this 
ancient omelet cake that’s called crespeou 
— it’s visually stunning, so I knew I wanted 
a picture of that. ... I tried to pick the pret- 
tiest food, so I did that and I asked to have 
Steven again — he’s amazing and the pub- 
lisher wanted to have him as well. ... We met 
and it took us 12 days. ... So I have to buy 
all the food each day for all the dishes. ... I 
start cooking when he shows up on the set, 
and he and I bring props — so all year I’m 
collecting props like linens and pretty dish- 
es and things all from my private collection. 

Do you have any personally preferred 
region of France and its dishes? 

I love all French food. You couldn’t make 
me happier than to put me in a car and tell 
me to go to every village in France just to 
eat. Just their culture, they wake up in the 
morning thinking about what they’re going 
to make for dinner. ... The whole family 
pitches in and loves to cook, loves to eat, 
and loves food and can’t wait to share their 
recipes with their neighbors — even though 
they’re busy and they’re working just as 
hard as we are. They’re focused less on 
making money or business, and it’s more on 
their personal life. ... My village I lived in, 
we were very community oriented, because 
everybody shared. If you had extra vegeta- 
bles, you ran it up the street to Suzie. If you 
made too much food that night, you’d share 
it with your neighbors. 

What are some ways you can adopt a 
French comfort food approach to any 
kitchen? 

If you’re lucky enough to have your 
grandmother’s recipes — I mean, I cry when 
I open my [recipe box]. ... My mother-in- 
law used to cook very well, she was Dutch, 
and I have all her handwritten recipe cards 
she made for me. I have my grandmother’s 
recipe cards, I have my recipe cards from my 
grand-maman, my French-Canadian grand- 
mother, and recipes from all my friends in 
Europe. What I love so much is treasuring 
those little slips of paper from my family and 
friends. That’s my comfort food. ... I think 
that would be a mindset because the French, 
when they want comfort food, they know it 
by heart — they’ll get out the stuff for their 
grandmother’s pate and just make it. A 
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Guess who’s coming to dinner?

I read the book and it was wonderful,” Toad- 
stool Bookstore eo-manager Brian Woodbury 
said.

Pumpkin soup 

From the kitchen of chef Peter Agostinelli 

1 Long Island cheese pumpkin, split in half 
and seeds removed 

1 small Spanish onion, diced 
5 garlic cloves, chopped 

2 fresh bay leaves 

1 tablespoon Madras curry powder 
1 quart apple cider 
1 pint 40-percent heavy cream 
Vegetable stock (as needed) 

Olive oil for seasoning 

Salt and black pepper for seasoning 

Wash the pumpkin seeds and toss in sea 


salt and olive oil. Roast at 325 degrees for 
approximately 25 minutes, stirring every 
5 minutes. Rub the inside of the pumpkin 
with olive oil, salt and black pepper. Roast 
cut-side down until flesh is very tender. 
After pumpkin is cooked, remove skin and 
discard. In a large stock pot, saute onions 
and garlic until tender. Add curry pow- 
der and cook, stirring constantly for five 
minutes to toast curry. Add pumpkin, bay 
leaves, and cider. Add enough vegetable 
stock to cover the pumpkin by one-inch. 
Simmer the mixture for 45 minutes, then 
add cream. Puree soup in a blender and 
season with salt and pepper. Serve with 
toasted pumpkin seeds.

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Fresh pesto 


With summer being as short as it is 
here in New Hampshire, I’m in stoekpil- 
ing mode. From freezing zueehini sliees 
to making tomato sauee en masse, I am 
in the zone! In the early days of our eoun- 
try, preserving the summer and fall harvest 
for the winter must have been so mueh 
more ehallenging. Here I am with my stor- 
age eontainers and freezer, and it’s a pieee 
of eake. I feel retroaetively guilty toward 
those pioneer women. 

One of the major things I need to stoek- 
pile eomes from my herb garden: pesto! I 
have so mueh basil and don’t want any to 
go to waste. Luekily, pesto requires a lot of 
basil so I ean use up so mueh of what I have 
to make something delieious that stores 
quite well. Basil pesto originated in Genoa, 
Italy, and is traditionally made with basil, 
pine nuts, garlie and olive oil. My reeipe 
below is a little different but, trust me, it’s 



so good. The name pesto eomes from the 
Italian pestare, whieh means “to erush.” 
This sauee was originally made by erush- 
ing or pounding the ingredients until they 
beeame fine and suitable as a sauee. Again, 
I find myself feeling bad for the old Italians 
beeause I just throw everything into a food 
proeessor and life is good. 

Pesto is great on a lot of things! I love 
it on pasta, pizza and it’s great to jazz up a 
boring vegetable soup. While you ean make 
“pesto” by pounding just about anything 
together (I’ve used broeeoli raab instead of 
basil before), the traditional Italian style is 
my favorite. Enjoy my reeipe below that a 
friend’s mom graeiously shared with me.

Basil & parsley pesto 

1-2 cloves garlic 
1/3 -1/2 cup walnuts 
A ton of basil! 

A bit of parsley (4: 1 basil to parsley) 
1 teaspoon fresh lemon juice 
Salt & pepper to taste 
1/2-3/4 cup olive oil 
1/3 cup shredded Parmesan 


In a food processor, grind garlic and wal- 
nuts together. Then, pack in as much basil 
as you can along with parsley. Add lemon 
juice, salt and pepper. Drizzle in olive oil 
as you blend ingredients together. Feel free 
to play with the ratios as you go (this will 
involve taste-testing!). If you’re not freez- 
ing it, add the Parmesan cheese. If freezing, 
wait to add until later.

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Taco 

casserole 


Tuesdays in my house are taeo nights, but 
it seems like there are always leftovers, and 
they always spoil. Even if there aren’t phys- 
ieal leftovers. I’ll open my pantry days later 
to find extra taeo seasoning paekets. At one 
point, I had an entire kitehen drawer devoted 
to the loose paekets. 

Then, the other day my mom ealled with 
a new reeipe for a taeo easserole. I had every 
ingredient in my kitehen — most of them 
remnants of the last taeo Tuesday. Instead of 
the typieal taeo bar this week, I opted to make 
this easserole. It eombined all of the beloved 
flavors, and I got to use one of the leftover 
seasoning paekets. 

I never know how recipes fi'om my mom 
will turn out. She swore up and down that 
this dish was delicious and said that even my 
brother, the pickiest of eaters, helped himself 
to a second helping. But I’ve been burned on 
her recipes before and was hesitant to try this 
one since she couldn’t tell me where she got it, 
or really the amount of any ingredients needed. 

Risking my tastebuds, I compiled this casse- 



role without a concrete recipe, and it turned out 
better than expected. In reality, I shouldn’t have 
been worried about it. You really can’t mess up 
tacos, and this taco casserole is no exception. 

The base of this casserole is crescent rolls. 
Leaving a regular can of 8 dinner rolls intact, 
you simply spread the sheet along the bottom 
and up the sides of a greased pan (I used a 
9 by 13). Crushed tortilla chips add crunch to 
the casserole, and you could always use hard 
taco shells if you have leftovers. If you want- 
ed to use the taco kits they sell in the stores, 
complete with hard and soft taco shells and 
seasoning packets, you could substitute the 
soft tortillas for the crescent rolls; the finished 
product may just be a bit messier to cut and 
the crust wouldn’t puff up. 

A can of tomato sauce adds some acidi- 
ty to the casserole to round out the flavors. 
I’m thinking of topping each serving with 
chopped lettuce before dishing out the next 
time around because I did miss the cool 
crunch of lettuce. — Lauren Mifsud 41 


Taco casserole 

1.5 pounds ground beef 
1 package taco seasoning 

1 15 -ounce can tomato sauce 

2 cups Mexican blend cheese 

2 cups crushed tortilla chips or hard taco 
shells 

1 cup sour cream 
1 package crescent rolls 

In a lightly greased pan, press the uncooked 
crescent rolls dough into a cmst, bringing it 
up the sides of the pan. Spread 1 cup of the 
cmshed tortilla chips over the “cmst” along 


with 1 cup of cheese. In a pan, brown the 
ground beef over medium-high heat. Remove 
from heat and drain grease; set aside. In the 
same pan, add the tomato sauce and bring 
to a boil. Add the taco seasoning and reduce 
heat, letting simmer for 2-3 minutes. Add 
the cooked ground beef to the tomato sauce 
mixture and stir to combine; remove from 
heat. Spread the ground beef mixture over 
the cmshed chips and cheese. Top with sour 
cream (either dollops or an even layer), and 
then top with the remaining cheese. Final- 
ly, sprinkle with the last of the cmshed tortilla 
chips. Bake, uncovered, for approximately 20 
minutes or until the cmst is golden brown.

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Wine, wine, everywhere 

Why navigating the wine aisle can be challenge

I am not a winemaker; I am a eonsumer. 
But as a fairly informed one, I still find that 
navigating the wine aisles ean be tough. Here 
are some of the reasons why buying (and sell- 
ing) wine ean be so daunting. 

Labels, labels everywhere 

The bigger the store, the more labels there 
are to eonsider. Even when I know what wine 
I am looking for, finding it ean be dififieult 
among the hundreds of other wines lining the 
shelves. I appreeiate that many stores break up 
their wines into seetions, either by geograph- 
ie region or varietal, but even this doesn’t 
always help. If I am looking for a sauvignon 
blane from Chile, is it in the South Ameriean 
seetion or the sauvignon blane seetion? I typi- 
eally go by the geographie loeation first. 

Labels are all about branding, and often 
eonsumers buy what they know and what 
they ean see. This is why — and this pains 
me to say, but it’s true — Yellow Tail, Sut- 
ter Home and Gallo are so popular. They are 
eommon, they are reeognizable and people 
buy them. 

Labels ean also be fun and add eharaeter 
to a bottle of wine (I saw one ealled Plunger- 
head during my trip to the store, no joke). But 
a fun label does not mean the quality, taste 
and overall experienee will be to your liking, 
or that it’s worth the priee. I sometimes find 
myself pieking up a bottle of wine with a fun 
label, but I make an effort to look beyond it 
(what does a plunger really have to do with 
wine?!) and learn more about it: deseription, 
varietal(s), ete. 

On the flip side, I like buying an Italian 
wine where I ean’t read all the writing. As 
long as I have an idea of what I am getting, I 
am OK with it, but I know this isn’t the ease 
for all eonsumers. 


If you don’t know, you don’t buy 

One major ehallenge for our loeal New 
Hampshire winemakers is plaeing their wines 
on the shelves next to the hundreds of other 
wines, only to have them get lost in the mix. 
Even with a “New Hampshire” seetion elear- 
ly marked in a store or an end eap display with 
deseriptions, does the average eonsumer piek 
up a bottle if he doesn’t know anything about 
the wine? I think that sometimes the answer 
is yes, but not all wines ean be explained by a 
label alone. This is the reason that some New 
Hampshire wineries have deeided to foeus 
their energy on edueating visitors about their 
wines, versus taking a ehanee that someone 
will blindly piek it up in a store. Onee you 
have visited a winery and tasted its wines, 
you are more likely to buy it in a store. 

I am going to put this out there for eonsid- 
eration: most wine drinkers, when shopping 
for wine, are not overly adventurous. I ean’t 
blame anyone for this. When you are spend- 
ing money on wine, the last thing you want is 
to open it and find out you don’t like it. But 
this is where the edueation pieee eomes in, 
and tasting a variety of wines at a winery or 
event ean really help. 

Up until a few years ago, I had never tried 
valpolieella, barbera or vermentino, but today 
I am happy to piek up a bottle or order a glass 
if I see one on the menu. 

Many New Hampshire wineries offer 
fruit wines and eonsumers typieally expeet 
them to be sweet. Truth be told, they aren’t 
all sweet and some even mirror wines from 
grapes. Even with a elear deseription on the 
bottle, someone purehasing one may still 
expeet something else. 

There will always be an overwhelming 
number of wines to ehoose from, but the key 
is to taste as mueh as possible. Also, don’t be 
afraid to try something new or invite a friend 
to eheek out a New Hampshire winery. Wine 
is an experienee to be shared, not just a funny 
label or a name.

Bottles for the budget-conscious wine-lover 

It was a week for citrus flavors in our 
wines. 

The 2012 Forenzo Chardonnay from 
Mendocino ($14.99) is a light honey- 
gold-colored wine that has relatively 
traditional chardonnay aromas — a slight 
bit of butteriness, lemons, toastiness, 
vanilla. But the flavor itself is a nice 
alternative to the big oaky chards that fre- 
quently come from California. Though 
there are toasty notes (mostly at the end) 
and a faint bit of oakiness and vanilla, the 
first thing we tasted was lemon, which 
helped to give this chardonnay a nice bal- 
ance. While smooth and full, there is still 
just enough sharpness to give the wine 
some character and a refreshing quality. 

The 2013 Mas Donis Rosat from 
Spain ($10.99) is a raspberry-colored rose 
with light aromas of strawberry. Though 
we didn’t detect much on the nose, this 
rose had big flavor — sweet citrus and 
sour cherry were our first impressions. 
“[Roses] are just so yummy,” one of us 



said — and often “yumminess” is one of 
the notes we take on rose flavors. This 
wine is a good example of what makes 
roses so drinkable — the Mas Donis had 
the light, refreshing qualities of a white 
but with more roundness and mouthfeel 
thanks to its “red”-ness. This wine bal- 
anced sweetness and tartness well and 
was so good to sip on its own we never 
got around to trying it with food. 

Each week in “Red, White & Green, ” the 
wine-lovers taste red and white wines that 
sell for not too much of the green, less than 
$20. The goal? To find a good bottle with- 
out breaking the bank. Unless otherwise 
noted, the prices listed are what you ’ll find 
the bottles selling for at the New Hamp- 
shire Wine & Liquor Outlet. A

The Underachievers, Cellar Door: Terminus Ut Exordium (RPM MSC 
Records) 

Rappers Issa Gold and AK, as one 
component of Brooklyn’s Beast Coast 
movement, are decidedly old-school, 
and not just because they maintain a 
classic breakneck New Yawk-hip-hop 
speed limit — no, even their drugs are 
old-school.

Spindrift, Exotic Detonation (More Music from the Film “SPINDRIFT: 

Ghost of the West”) (Tee Pee Records) 

One ticket to coolness that nev- 
er seems to expire is when a band 
focuses most of its effort on the spa- 
ghetti- Western sounds of Ennio 
Morricone, especially as preferred by 
Quentin Tarantino, but it always helps 
when something else is added, like 
Calexico’s mariachi angle or, in this 
L.A.-based band’s case, 1950s B-hor- 
ror-movie spook sounds and a little 
glitch- techno. This sadly short three- 
song digital EP is a companion release 
to the band’s 2013 full length LP SFIN- 
DRIFT: Ghost of the West, which 
soundtracked their indie film of the same name, a documentary on their recent 
“tour” of ghost towns, national parks and other weirdly random places where 
they played old country ballads and gunfighter-cowboy stuff like this. All this 
being said, nothing is astonishingly out of the ordinary here aside from “High 
Plains Spindrifter,” with its fixation on emulating an erhu (a Chinese stringed 
instrument). The lack of vocals is something of a minus, if you ask me, but it’s 
plenty cool overall.

Oz to Russia 

Wicked writer Gregory Maguire’s Nashua book launch

Author Gregory Maguire thinks ehildren 
have a more dififieult time reading long, eom- 
plieated fietion today, so one reason he revisits 
old folk tales and fantasy stories — as he does 
in his newest book. Egg & Spoon, and as he 
did in his infamous novel-tumed-Broadway- 
phenomenon. Wicked — is to invite them in 
more easily. 

“What I want to say is. This isn’t hard. 
You know these eharaeters. Come along — 
it’s going to be fun,”’ Maguire said in a phone 
interview last week. 

The Massaehusetts resident’s book launeh 
event for Egg & Spoon is at 
the Nashua Barnes & Noble 
Wednesday, Sept. 10. Loeation- 
wise, it’s elose enough so that 
it’s not ineonvenient — he’s the 
father of three teenagers, and the 
store is just an hour away from 
his home — but far enough that 
it’s exeiting. 

“Nashua is the elosest exotie 
destination. There’s always Bos- 
ton, whieh is bigger, but Boston 
is my hometown in a sense. I 
think that when you launeh a book, there’s 
an exeitement about going to a plaee a little 
bit outside your eommon ground,” Maguire 
said. “It helps the author to realize that what 
you’ve done is a little bit bigger than your 
desk and driveway. A book like Egg & Spoon 
is meant for the nation, meant for the world, 
and it makes sense that you should go a little 
outside that.” 

In this book, the story itself is original, but 
a few of the eharaeters — ineluding Baba 
Yaga, a Russian folk legend — were bor- 
rowed. Reading Jaek and Jill magazine as a 
kid had implanted the old witeh into his mem- 
ories. The old woman is a supernatural being, 
who is deformed and feroeious in appearanee, 
and who lives in a house perehed on ehiek- 
en legs. 

“Baba Yaga is a eharaeter from mytholo- 
gy that ean be in lots of different stories, but 
at the same time, be herself I got a sense she 
was like Santa Claus. She eould be in 100 
different pieture books and always be Baba 
Yaga,” Maguire said. “The eonsisteney is part 
of what made me think she was a good ehar- 
aeter to borrow.” 

Maguire says this story is like ‘'The Prince 
and the Pauper, exeept with girls, and like

Frozen, exeept that the world is melting 
instead of freezing.” He set it in early 20th- 
eentury Russia and read books like War and 
Peace, Catherine the Great and Nicholas 
and Alexandra, aiming to ereate the “Russia 
of our imaginations,” in whieh Peter and the 
Wolf, Swan Lake and Doctor Zhivago might 
have happened simultaneously. 

The book follows two young girls. One, 
Elena Rudina, lives in the impoverished Rus- 
sian eountryside with her dying mother. Her 
two brothers have left to fight in the Tsar’s 
army and work as a servant in the house of 
the loeal landowner. The other girl is Ekat- 
erina, who is of the same age and arrives in 
the village with her family on the way to vis- 
it the Tsar in Saint Petersburg. 
Their lives eollide, and this eolli- 
sion eventually eomes to involve 
a ease of mistaken identity, a 
monk looked in a tower, a prinee 
traveling ineognito and the wise- 
eraeking Baba Yaga. 

If all goes as planned. Egg & 
Spoon might travel a path simi- 
lar to Wicked'^. Mare Platt, who 
produeed the Broadway pro- 
duetion originally starring Idina 
Menzel and Kristin Chenoweth, 
and Universal Studios have aequired rights 
to produee the film adaptation of the fanta- 
sy story. 

“I have total approval with what they did 
with Wicked, even though that in order to 
make it a sueeessful play, they had to abbre- 
viate it and, to some extent, ehange the plot. 
The novel was a big fat novel, like Gone With 
the Wind,'' Maguire said. 

He was happy to see that the important 
themes and ideas that prompted him to write 
Wicked: The Life and Times of the Wicked 
Witch of the West in the first plaee weren’t 
taken out for the play. 

Maguire worked for eight years as a pro- 
fessor and assoeiate direetor at the Simmons 
College Center for the Study of Children’s 
Literature before reeeiving his Ph.D. in Eng- 
lish and Ameriean Literature at Tufts. His 
favorite books growing up, he said, were A 
Wrinkle in Time by Madeleine L’ Engle and 
Harriet the Spy by Louise Fitzhugh. 

“The best ehildren’s literature is written 
with as mueh style and talent and devotion 
as anything written by Shakespeare or Diek- 
ens, or any of the other great writers of the 
ages. Charlottes Web is the perfeet novel for 
that audienee, and Hamlet is the perfeet play 
for another. Onee you realize that, it beeomes 
a privilege to write for ehildren,” Maguire 
said. “Children deserve the very best that’s 
available, and onee I learned that what was 
available eould be very good, I wanted to join 
those ranks of writers.” #ii

The End of Absence: 

Reclaiming What We\e 
Lost in a World of Con- 
stant Connection^ by 
Michael Harris (Cur- 
rent Hardcover, 256 
pages) 

Michael Harris recalls 
an encounter with a 
younger friend who 
was texting through- 
out the conversation. It 
wasn’t the texting that 
was memorable — who 
hasn’t been there? — 
but the chasm between a 
swath of people who see 
texting-while-talking as 
normal, and those who find discomfiture 
there. 

“But the really gruesome thing was that 
he didn’t notice or care that we were both 
so disengaged. The ‘natural’ attention of 
someone just a few years younger than 
me is vastly more kinetic and fractured — 
attention span has evolved,” Harris writes 
in The End of Absence, which he calls a 
“meditation” on digital culture, but which 
is just as much blistering critique. Harris is 
33, but he’s an old soul troubled by a new 
age, one in which teens send 4,000 texts a 
month, compared to 764 for adults. “They 
mumble to each other friendly enough, but 
mostly it is their phones that grip their var- 
ious attention,” Harris observes of today’s 
teens. 

The teens are the eldest of a demograph- 
ic that Harris calls “digital natives.” They 
dwell in violent contrast to their parents and 
grandparents, the “digital immigrants” who 
dabble in digital life. Between them are 
the “straddle generation,” those bom, like 
Harris, in the 1980s, and who will eventu- 


ally be the last people to 
remember life before the 
Internet. The straddlers 
possess almost mystical 
power, with their vision 
of both future and past. 
They are the ones who 
see and understand what 
will be lost to coming 
generations, what Harris 
generalizes as “absence” 
but is also aptly described 
as distance. Either, the 
ability to remove one- 
self from the constant 

demands and solicitations 
of others. 

“I fear we are the last of the daydream- 
ers. I fear our children will lose lack, lose 
absence, and never comprehend its quiet, 
immeasurable value,” he writes. 

In 1992, the prescient cultural crit- 
ic Neil Postman wrote in Technopoly that 

we need a “psychic distance from tech- 
nology.” Here, Harris rises in his shoes, 
urging not just psychic distance but physi- 
cal, too. Fmstrated with his own inability to 
finish War and Peace — 1,300 pages and 
“weighing the same as a dead cat” — Har- 
ris proposes to create the necessary absence 
from the incessant pinging, both inter- 
nal and external, and to read 100 pages a 
week and finish within two weeks. After 
this experiment, he embarks on another: to 
unplug — to go “analog” — for a month, 
to the point of duct-taping his cell phone to 
an old- school telephone cord in his kitchen, 
and only using it for tethered conversations 
like our grandmothers did. 

Throughout his own mminations and 
experiences, Harris reports on the evolution 
of the digital age, interviewing sources as 
disparate as the founder of the online dat- 


ing site Plentyoffish, to a medical doctor 
who serves as a moderator on Wikipedia, to 
the Stanford professor who was the first to 
put college courses online. In these passag- 
es, he’s utterly engaging. 

Pmde alert: Although Harris is in a com- 
mitted and respectful relationship with an 
artist, who makes frequent appearances in 
the narrative, in a chapter on digital dat- 
ing he wades thigh-deep into territory that 
some might prefer not to know about, web- 
sites like Grindr, which, by comparison, 
make the denizens of Ashley Madison look 
buttoned-up and repressed. On the whole, 
this chapter didn’t seem to fit the theme 
of the book, and it’s not the only time that 
Harris wanders off the path, as he does in 
discourses on elitism and criticism. A long- 
time theater critic for The Globe and Mail, 
Harris struggles with the new world in 
which everyone’s a critic. “What a lovely 
thing, to shut up and listen and not broad- 
cast anything back,” he writes. 

While the conclusion of the book, a dia- 
ry of the digital fast, is vaguely predictable. 
The End of Absence is a satisfying dis- 
course for anyone wishing Neil Postman 
had lived another 50 years. 

And Harris, though his friends call him 
a Luddite and a curmudgeon, is young and 
nimble, able to both savage and embrace 
digital life. It’s not all terrible for the kids. 
“They will get lost in the woods, they will 
run naked on beaches, they will sometimes 
shut off their devices,” he promises. But 
this book is a reminder that parents must 
“proactively engineer moments of absence” 
for themselves and their kids. “We cannot 
afford to count on accidental absences any 
more than we can count on accidental veg- 
gies at dinner.” For broccoli, and for digital 
fasts, raise a glass.

A scholar seeking an alchemy 
stone drags a bunch of victims down 
to the catacombs of Paris for her 
search in As Above, So Below, a 
horror movie, of sorts, that seems 
aimed specificaliy at people who 
don’t like cramped spaces. 

Scarlett (Perdita Weeks) is a seholar of 
history and ehemistry and languages and 
whatnot who is obsessed with finding the 
Philosopher’s Stone — no, not the U.K. ver- 
sion of the first Harry Potter book, but the 
magieal alehemy roek that ean turn regular 
metal into gold and siek people into healthy 
people and, apparently, dead people into 
dead people who don’t rot. So, it’s useful 
for all sorts of things! Whieh is why Sear- 
lett is willing to risk life and limb (hanging 
around in an Iranian eave moments before 
it’s seheduled for demolition, for example, 
as she does in the movie’s opening seenes) 
to find it. One thing Searlett ean’t do all 
by herself is read Aramaie, so she gets fel- 
low history nerd/ex-boyfriend George (Ben 
Feldman, best known as either nipple-slie- 
ing Miehael Ginsberg from Mad Men or 
angel Fred from Drop Dead Diva, depend- 
ing on how you roll) to join her and eamera 
man Benji (Edwin Hodge) on a trip to the 
eataeombs in Paris to seareh for ... well, 
long story, but let’s just say seareh for the 
stone. (With these endeavors, it’s always 
searching for this guy’s tomb to find a clue 
to that thing to find a ehamber of seerets 


where there will be, like, a goblet of fire.) 
To help her navigate the eataeombs them- 
selves, partieularly the elosed-to-the-publie 
seetions that she needs to illegally riffle 
through, she gets Papillon (Fran^ios Civil) 
and his team Souxie (Marion Lambert) and 
Zed (Ali Marhyar). 

Searlett dreams of finding the stone, 
George reluetantly follows Searlett, and 
Papillon and his redshirt gang are hoping 
for big treasure. But all soon find them- 
selves in trouble as the twisty nature of the 
eataeombs and the ominous inseriptions 
suggest that there’s something more than 
bones and historieal trinkets below Paris. 

Speeifieally, some of the eataeombs are 


evil, as a eharaeter tells us straight up. 
Why? Beeause. Also, we have no choiee 
but to go forward into the evil eataeomb. 
Why? Beeause. This movie, whieh spends 
plenty of time trying to explain the history 
of alehemy, doesn’t aetually bother with a 
lot of mythology when it eomes to the set- 
ting where most of the movie takes plaee. 

National Treasure plus The Da Vinci 
Code plus The Descent minus any of the 
things that made any of those preeeding 
movies any fun at all: that’s pretty mueh 
the math of As Above, So Below. And each 
of those aforementioned movies did have 
elements of fun — as eould have this mov- 
ie. There’s something kind of goofy about 


a horror movie that starts out basieally as a 
hipster Goonies. I believe there was a way, 
at some point, that smarter writing eould 
have made this movie something more than 
the shaky earn with oecasional jump-seare 
that it turned into.

As Above, So Below 
elings to the “found footage” gimmick for 
no good reason and with no partieularly 
interesting results.) 

As Above, So Below ends on kind of a 
funny (unintentionally funny) note — the 
equivalent of an “oh well, shrug'' response 
to everything that’s eome before. But the 
joke is really more on us, those who sat 
through the movie, than it is some bit of 
elevemess on the part of the film. D

foil a plot to kill an American official in 
Europe. David Mason (Luke Bracey), the 
CIA agent Devereaux is training, is tasked 
with taking the kill shot when the would- 
be assassin makes his move. But the green 
Mason doesn’t heed Devereaux’s advice to 
wait and, while he does shoot the assassin, 
he also collaterally damages a young boy. 

Five years later, Devereaux is retired 
but called back in to duty to extract Nata- 
lia (Mediha Musliovic), a Russian official 
who has been working as a CIA mole in 
the office of Arkady Federov (Lazar Ris- 
tovski), the politician expected to be the 
next prime minister. Belgrade station chief 
Hanley (Bill Smitrovich) tells Devereaux 
that Natalia, a woman ex-Bond has a his- 
tory with, will only leave the country with 
him. But when she makes her getaway, 
complete with a phone full of apparent- 
ly damning photographs of Federov and 
a teenage girl, Natalia is being chased by 
both Russian and CIA agents and she is 
surprised to see Devereaux. The mission 
goes wrong and a CIA higher-up gives the 
order to terminate — so before Devereaux 
can save her, Natalia is killed. Devereaux 
escapes to shoot up all but one of the men 
responsible, that man being David Mason. 
Mason is then tasked with taking down 
Devereaux while Devereaux is trying to 
find the men responsible for giving the kill 
order and find out why the information she 
possessed was so valuable. 

Allow me to yada yada some stuff about 
Chechnya, refugees and human trafficking 
and get right to the part where Devereaux 
and Mason head to Belgrade, where each 
tries to figure out the other’s game, and 
meanwhile everybody is hunting a woman 
named Alice (Olga Kurylenko), including 
a badass killing machine Russian hitwom- 
an (Amila Terzimehic). Also meanwhile, 
everybody in the CIA is potentially a bad 
guy or a good guy or practicing some kind 
of amoral realpolitik that makes them loy- 
al to nobody. 

Russians, CIA agents. Eastern Europe, 
casual boob shots, poorly developed female 
characters. Pierce Brosnan — it’s an ’80s 
revival! And how nice it is for lazy mov-

le-makers that Russia is menacing again? 
Dust off some Cold War-era locals and plot 
points and you’ve got yourself a fresh, up- 
to-date-seeming, mediocre spy movie. 

Despite the mentions of Chechnya and 
an end-of-the-movie bad-guy monologue 
about how East and West can work togeth- 
er to fight the Middle East (as, like, a 
region, I guess). The November Man feels 
about as ’80s as jelly shoes and neon. It 
feels more ’80s than even, say, the Cold 
War TV drama The Americans but without 
the “through a modem lens” cleverness ot 
that show. The story almost, but not quite, 
has moments of campy nostalgia with its 
Eastern European locale and Russian bad- 
die but it never blows the dust off what 
feels like a very off-the-shelf, Tom Clancy- 
knock-off airport novel. 

As for the movie-ness of the movie (the 
dialogue, the “acting” that is achieved via 
either varying levels of squinting or a kind 
of cry-yell thing that the male characters do 
when agitated, the clunky chase scenes). 
The November Man feels about as form 
letter as it gets. I found myself actually 
predicting lines before the characters said 
them and calling moments like the requi- 
site Russian roulette (with actual Russian!) 
to get a baddie to talk. 

The November Man feels like a 30-year- 
old movie mnning on basic cable — but 
those movies are exactly the kind of lazy, 
no-pressure viewing experiences that make 
the afternoon of a sick day or a 30-min- 
ute laundry- folding session forgettably 
pleasant. So wait a few months and let 
this movie lull you into a nap when it is on 
TV — which is the perfect setting to get a 
chuckle at its retro vibe without having to 
devote any serious attention to it. C-

Guster celebrates City Year anniversary with Palace concert

More than one interview with a musi- 
cian about a benefit concert has turned 
murky when the subject shifts to a perform- 
er’s motivations for playing the show. Are 
they fans of the organization or charity? 
Often the response is a stammered, “Our 
manager set it up; I’m sure it’s a good cause.” 
There was no chance of that happening as 
Adam Gardner discussed the Sept. 12 appear- 
ance of his band Guster to mark City Year 
New Hampshire’s 15th anniversary. The syn- 
ergy between Gardner and the campus-based 
volunteer organization spans nearly a decade; 
a better fit for City Year’s annual Red Jacket 
Weekend would be tough to find. 

In 2006, Guster launched its first Cam- 
pus Consciousness tour, stopping at colleges 
across the country to perform, and promote 
green activism. City Year was a key sponsor, 
and provided scores of volunteers. Matt Wil- 
helm of Manchester traveled with the band 
and helped organize City Year’s role, which 
included outreach, service events and coordi- 
nated campus workshops. 

“I got to know Matt really well because 
we were sleeping on the same tour bus,” said 
Gardner in a recent phone interview. 

The effort was guided by Reverb, a 
non-profit begun by Gardner and his envi- 
ronmentalist wife in 2004 to promote 
greener touring. 

“I think I came home one too many times 
complaining about what a mess it was on 
tour,” Gardner recalled. “Lauren [Sullivan, 
his wife] said, ‘Why don’t we start an organi- 
zation that helps bands be more sustainable?”’

Dave Matthews, Alanis Morissette and 
others got involved — “a lot of acts bigger 
than us,” Gardner said. But in 2006, Guster 
remained conspicuously absent. “I thought, I 
started this to help my own band ... the ques- 
tion was how do bands at Guster ’s level start 
working with Reverb in a meaningful way?” 

Campus Consciousness is now in its eighth 
year, with O.A.R., Capital Cities and fun. 
among the artists who’ve participated in the 
biannual tours. 

For Wilhelm, getting bit by the music bug 
had long term effects. After his second City 
Year term ended in 2007, he helped launch 
the grassroots activist organization Calling 
All Crows with fellow City Year alumna Syb- 
il Gallagher, and her musician husband Chad 
Stokes (State Radio, Dispatch). 

“I spent five years on the road, touring with 
Chad’s bands, traveling across the U.S. and 
Europe, helping to organize hands-on service 
projects, teach-ins, and grassroots fundrais- 
ers, and then . . . Sybil asked me to try my 
hand at mnning lights,” wrote Wilhelm in a 
recent email. “It’s been a fun learning oppor- 
tunity ever since [that’s allowed me] to light 
up some of my favorite musicians on stage.” 

Wilhelm is the event coordinator for the 


upcoming Red Jacket weekend, which serves 
as a reunion for past City Year volunteers. 

“It’s an opportunity to reconnect with and 
support the organization that first gave me the 
chance to connect two of my passions: live 
music and community service,” he wrote. 
“We couldn’t think of a better way to kick off 
the weekend than by inviting Guster to help 
blow the roof off Manchester’s historic Pal- 
ace Theatre.” 

Guster will roll out new material at the 
show from an album due for release early 
next year. “I don’t know why it took us 20 
years to figure this out, but it’s definitely the 
most fun we’ve ever had making a record,” 
said Gardner. “We’re all fathers now and 
making the record wasn’t hiding in a cave 
for three months [but instead] touching base 
every few weeks. We had a lot of time and 
perspective.” 

The band spent only three weeks in the 
studio, an edict of producer Richard Swift 
(Shins, Stereolab). Accustomed to using 
that much time just in preproduction, “we 
thought he was crazy, but felt it was worth 
the experiment; we really wanted to work 
with him,” said Gardner, adding, “It was 
amazing — super empowering.” 


From coffee to cocktails 

Riverwalk Cafe expands space, music menu

A few months ago, the owners of River- 
walk Cafe announced plans to add a bit of 
sophistication to their cozy Nashua coffee- 
house. A new expansion, made possible 
when the 1,1 00-square- foot bridal shop next 
door became vacant, would feature a speak- 


easy style craft cocktail bar, remodeled 
kitchen and revamped food menu. 

They also signaled a redoubled commit- 
ment to live music — renovations included 
a new performance space and trebled capaci- 
ty. Riverwalk was already popular for Friday 
night original open mike nights and one-off 
shows by The Rafters, August Watters and oth- 
er bands. Now, the cafe stood poised to assume 


a role missing from Nashua since music and 
arts haven Studio 99 closed in 2013. 

Along with expanding seating from 
around 30 to 100, it meant improving the 
room’s sound; Riverwalk owners Steve and 
Jane Ruddock put their son Ben in charge. 

“It’s a full soundstage designed by a 
very talented engineer,” the younger Rud- 
dock said by telephone recently. “We are in 
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a unique metric because we re doing a mil 
treatment and acoustical focus that you only 
see at a concert hall.” 

Ruddock plays mandolin with folk rock 
band Run Gazelle Run, currently on hiatus. 

“The concept that we have been play- 
ing around with for a while is by musicians, 
for musicians,” he said. “My sister is a folk 
musician and my dad was in a jazz band in 
college. We all have a passion . . . it’s a fam- 
ily-mn joint, but we aspire to be something 
much bigger.” 

The long-term goal is live music five 
nights a week, but for now “we will have a 
bare minimum of two acts,” said Ruddock. 

Friday and Saturdays are booked into 
October, and there’s an odd Thursday or Sun- 
day show in the mix. 

“We’re booking everything from bluegrass 
to jazz to folk to country, reggae, world . . . 
aiming for a brand and quality of music that 
will provide a unique experience.” 

Rock shows are a distant possibility, “but 
there are about 18 places around us doing 
rock and roll,” said Ruddock. He touted 
West African guitarist Mamadou, performing 
Sept. 27. “I am pretty sure nothing like that 
has come to this area in a long time.” 

Open mike night will move to Wednesday, 
with its focus on original music remaining — 
a spirit dating back to Riverwalk’s first days. 

“When my family took over the cafe from 
the original owner, it was me and my sister 
and a couple of friends playing; it’s grown 
into this spectacular thing [with] its own 
momentum,” said Ruddock. “There is risk 
and reward in the authenticity of presenting 
your own material to strangers. It’s an excit- 
ing, creative atmosphere.” 

Shows on the immediate horizon include 
a Kickstarter party with nerdy rocker Mat- 
thew Ebel (Sept. 5) and a night of storytelling 
paired with whiskey tasting featuring Odds 
Bodkins, dubbed Afyfc & Sprits (Sept. 12). 
Also on tap are blues guitarist Peter Parcek 
(Sept. 19), rootsy solo songwriter Joel Cage 
(Sept. 20) and Americana banjo duo The 
Lowest Pair (Oct. 3). 

On Sept. 13, a matinee concert by cellist 
Christopher Bell — known for adding pedal, 
distortion and sampling effects to his classi-

cal instrument — is followed by an evening 
performance of melting pot mayhem from 
Gaslight Tinkers, a band that manages to 
blend old time fiddle music with Afro pop, 
funk and reggae. 

It’s this kind of bold genre bending that 
most engages Ben Ruddock. 

“As a musician, I was always trying to do 
things that were not familiar to everyone and 
pushing for a little bit of shock and awe,” he 
said. “I think what I am doing here is a continu- 
ation of that . . . something fresh. I think people 
have heard enough Journey covers.”

Least competent criminals 

• Ryan Mullins, 22, was arrested in 
Swansboro, North Carolina, in August 
when he eame to an officer’s attention at 
5:30 a.m. Police said he had broken into 
a pharmacy, had stolen the 100-pound 
safe, and was dragging it behind his car 
when the officer routinely pulled in front 
of him. Nonetheless, Mullins decided to 
try and pass the officer. 

• Robert Haught Jr., 42, was captured 
after a high-speed chase through Burl- 
ington, Massachusetts, in August, with 
police recovering “stacks” of stolen cred- 
it cards and suspected- stolen high-end 
electronics from the car. Haught had 
attracted police attention by parking his 
car (with a mismatched license plate), 
unattended, with engine running, in a 
handicapped parking spot. 

News of the Weird classics 

• From May 2010: Briton Robert Dee, 
feeling humiliated at being called the 
“world’s worst tennis pro” by London’s 
Daily Telegraph (and other news orga- 
nizations) sued the newspaper for libel 
in 2009. After taking testimony in Feb- 
ruary 2010, the judge dismissed the 
lawsuit, convinced by Dee’s having lost 
54 consecutive international tour match- 
es (each in straight sets). Fearful of an 
opposite result, 30 other news organiza- 
tions had prematurely apologized to Dee 
for disparaging him, but the Telegraph 
had stood its ground (and was, of course, 
humble in victory, titling its story on the 
outcome, “’World’s Worst’ Tennis Player 
Loses Again.”) 


• From February 2010: First, farmer 
Dick Kleis of Zwingle in eastern Iowa, 
composing a birthday note to his wife, 
arranged more than 60 tons of manure in 
a pasture to spell out “Happy Birthday, 
Love You” in shorthand. Then, for Val- 
entine’s Day, farmer Bruce Andersland 
created a half-mile-wide, arrow-pierced 
heart from plowed manure at his farm 
near the town of Albert Lea, Minnesota. 
“Now,” said wife Beth, viewing the aerial 
image, “I’ve got my valentine!” 

• From January 2010: In Novem- 
ber (2009), a Chicago judge ruled that 
former firefighter Jeffrey Boyle is enti- 
tled to his $50,000 annual pension even 
though he had pleaded guilty to eight 
counts of arson (and allegedly confessed 
to 12 more). Boyle is known local- 
ly as “Matches” Boyle to distinguish 
him from his brother, James “Quarters” 
Boyle, who was sentenced to feder- 
al prison for bribery involving the theft 
of millions of dollars in state toll gate 
coins. Judge LeRoy Martin Jr. conclud- 
ed that Matches’ arsons were unrelated 
to his firefighting.
